Proud of Montreal 


Anyone who has experienced the exuber- 
ance of Divers-Cité Pride celebrations 
knows that Montréal has its canards in a 
row when it comes to hosting world-class 
events. If there’s any doubt about this, one 
has only to look to the Black and Blue or 
Just for Laughs for confirmation. So it 
came as no surprise that the city stepped for- 
ward with a bid for the international Gay 
Games, slated for 2006. That they were 
awarded the honour of hosting the event 
was even less of a surprise. 

Up against such 
urban centres as 
Los Angeles, [* 
Atlanta and 
Chicago, Montréal aghast 
came out on top 
and was named the f 
host city at a press 
conference in fee 
Johannesburg on 
October 25th. 
Louise Roy and Robert J. Vezina, co-presi- 
dents of the bid organization, were accom- 
panied by a delegation of 21 people (includ- 
ing Honorary Co-presidents Mark 
Tewksbury and Lucie Duguay) when they 
travelled to South Africa to make their final 
presentation to the Federation of Gay 


Games selections committee. 

Even though the race for hosting the sev- 
enth edition of the Games was competitive, 
Montréal seemed the logical choice, given 
the extremely gay-positive nature of both 
the city and Quebec culture in general. 
Strong support was also offered in the bid 
process at all levels of government. Now 
that the city has been confirmed as the 
venue for 2006, both the Government of 
Canada and the Govemment of Quebec 
have offered CDN $1 million each in grants 
=qq to support the orga- 
nization in fulfilling 
ej its duties as host.

Glen Murray, Winnipeg’s first 
openly gay mayor, recently invited leaders 
of the lesbian and gay communities to a 
meeting with the fond hope they might play 
a part in helping revitalize the semi-derelict 
downtown. 

Murray has his share of critics, though 
he recently delivered a budget which offers 
a two percent property tax cut, the third in a 
row. He hasn’t decided if he’ll run again in 
2002. Critics say he isn’t spending enough 
on fire and police protection and that road 
maintenance will be cut to keep his promise 
of a property tax reduction. 

The mayor was also rebuked when he 
failed to take part in the Gay Pride Parade, 
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in sharp contrast to Conservative Leader 
Joe Clark, who rode in the Calgary parade. 

One of Murray’s pet projects has been 
trying to revitalize Winnipeg’s decayed 
downtown. For years there have been too 
many boarded-up shop windows, high 
crime rates and a general absence of people 
once they go home from work. The decline 
has been blamed on high taxes, lack of free 
parking and crime. 

But there are some positive signs of 
regeneration. Red River Community 
College has taken over some old heritage 
buildings in the Exchange District and 
they’re being converted into a new 
information technology campus. In 
addition, several old warehouses are being 
converted into modern condos—Mayor 
Murray plans to buy one. 

The old Eaton’s building, which 
dominated Portage Avenue for the past 
century, is set to be demolished soon, with a 
new sportsplex costing over $100 million 
slated to take its place. A three-year major 
renovation of Main Street is underway and 
Portage Avenue has already had a major 
cosmetic facelift with new sidewalks and 
lamps. 

But the real key to regeneration is 
getting people to spend more time 
downtown on a regular basis. In an 
interview with Outlooks, Mayor Murray 
said he was impressed on a visit to 
Washington by how the gay community had 
helped rebuild their decrepit downtown. 
Murray’s suggestion is that all components 
of the GLBT community get together and 
launch a capital campaign so that they can 
create some kind of rainbow community 
centre right in the heart of the city. 

Right now there is a Rainbow 
Resource Centre, with meeting rooms and a 
library, in the trendy Osborne Village area 
of the city, but gay meeting places are 
generally scattered. Two gay bars—Gio’s 
and Happenings—are on Sherbrook Street, 
which is just on the fringe of downtown and 
not in the most salubrious area. The lesbian 
club, Ms. Purdy’s, is on seedy Main Street 
at the other end of town. 

“Recently I was in Portland, Oregon, 
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and noticed that the gay bars there were in 
back alleys and that says a lot about a 
community,” says Murray. “I think it’s time 
our community came out into the sunshine 
and a gay and lesbian community centre 
right in the heart of Winnipeg is a good 
place to start.” 

He says downtown revitalization 
depends on people actually living and 
working in the downtown. “Heterosexual 
families need homes close to schools and 
community centres, but that isn’t a problem 
for childless gay men or lesbians,” he says. 
“Downtown is ideal for them and I'd be 
happy to contribute to a capital campaign if 
the gay community decided it wanted to get 
together in a central location.” 

Ideally he would like to see a central 
GLBT commuity centre, including bars, a 
café and the Rainbow Resource Centre with 
its library and meeting rooms. 

Murray also notes that the city can 
offer tax breaks for new downtown 
developments. The city has dozens of 
empty heritage building and is happy to 
virtually give them away, provided the new 
owners invest in redevelopment. 

“In Washington the gay community 
played a big role in revitalizing the 
downtown by moving into old buildings 
and renovating them,” he says. “These old 
areas became trendy and businesses were 
attracted as more affluent people moved in. 
The same approach could be taken here.” 

One site mentioned for a gay and 
lesbian community centre has been the old 
Metropolitan Theatre, now abandoned. But 
it would likely take $2-3 million to restore 
it and Lisa Passante, president of the city’s 
Rainbow Resource Centre, says money 
may be a big stumbling block, though she 
loves the idea of a central, more visible gay 
meeting place. 

But Mayor Murray thinks the idea is 
do-able. “The Ukrainians, Germans and 
Philippinos have all created their own 
community centres and you can do it with 
half a million dollars or so,” he says. “We 
have gay community members who are 
quite well off. Some work in banking and 
insurance, so a capital campaign over five

years might be possible. Communities with 
less resources than ours have been able to 
do it.” 

Murray says he doesn’t want to lead a 
capital campaign for a downtown GLBT 
mecca and is just throwing out ideas. 

The boards of several GLBT 
organizations have agreed to discuss his 
ideas further and Swerve, the local queer 
newsmagazine, has praised the mayor’s 
initiative, as noted in an October editorial: 

“We deserve better nightclub spaces 
and a resource centre that’s accessible to 
everyone. We should develop housing for 
ourselves and build a strip of downtown to 
call our own. If our het friends can have 
their own (downtown) arena and their bars 
and downtown festivals, we should have 
our Own space too.’

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Movies, motives, moxie and marching

You would think that as soon as the 
summertime sun faded, the hordes of gay 
men and women tourists would dry up as 
quickly as a drag queen’s repertoire in a 
senior citizen’s home. But in Montréal, the 
coming of fall marks a foray into the most 
explosive and exhilarating gay weeks in La 
Belle Province. But amid all these 
festivities lurks an unseen enemy: our 
personal terrorist-in-hiding. 

Summertime? 

For straight people, once the first 
indications of the dissolution of winter 
appear over the cobblestone streets, both 
French and English alike leave their winter 
nests and invade the city. Beginning with 
the Formula One Grand Prix, the city 
explodes with the summer chaos of the Jazz 
Festival, the International Fireworks 
Competition, the Just for Laughs Comedy 
Festival, the Fringe Theatre Festival, the 
Francofolies and many more sheer summer 
splendors. 

But as the maple trees begin to turn to 
crimson and the mountain in the middle of 
the city metamorphoses into a patchwork of 
brilliant autumn, the gay life of Montréal 
detonates. While our Pride festival (Divers- 
Cité) occurs at the beginning of August, the 
most exciting gay times come at the end of 
September through to the Thanksgiving 
weekend. 

For ten marvellous days, Montréal 
plays host to Image+Nation, a lesbian and 
gay film festival. This year marked the 14th 
edition of this impressive and fascinating 
array of shorts and feature length movies of 
interest to the gay community. Being the 
film buff that I am, I dove into this festival 
with mucho gusto. 

Queer film has changed drastically 
over the past twenty years. Gay film is no 
longer Boys in the Band or Cruising; gay 
life on film is not portrayed as an existence 
of futility and depression, but is instead 
celebrated as a vast tapestry of fulfilling gay 
and lesbian lives. For example, there were 
haunting tales of love, like La Répétition by 
Catherine Corsini, chronicling the lives of 
two lesbian lovers over 15 years, or touchy- 
feely romances such as Al/ Over the Guy, 
where two drastically opposite men meet 


and fall in love. I went to none of these...1 
went for the trash. 

Now, of course, many people adore 
sweet tales of love and acceptance, 
redemption and revelation, schmaltz and 
hopeful longings, but I would have none of 
it. When the weekends arrived, 
Image+Nation gave us some good, old- 
fashioned queer pulp. 

The first weekend brought with it some 
great sleaze. From Cruisin’ for a Bruisin’, 
a series of shorts with the theme that “We 
come out of the closet to cum in the park,” 
to The Fluffer, a tale of Sean, who hopes to 
make it big in the film industry but ends up 
being a fluffer for a major gay porn star (a 
Fluffer, for the lingo-deficient, is someone 
who “prepares” a star for his big scenes), 
the weekend cinema provided a decidedly 
different take on gay life than E.M. Forster 
ever did. 

I decided on three different films (my 
student budget made three the max) spread

out over the event. My first film, Beyond 
Vanilla, was undoubtedly beyond most of 
my experiences in the bedroom (or out of it 
in fact). Claes Lilja’s documentary 
explores the world of sado-masochism, 
bondage, fetishes and everything in 
between. 

Spiced up with actual demonstrations, 
Lilja’s subjects offer a glimpse into a subset 
of sexuality. He interviews a fascinating 
group comprised of former porn icons 
(Nina Hartley and Cole Tucker), the 
transgendered, lawyers/doctors and fetish- 
store owners. While, at times, I was 
squirming in my seat (needles and knives 
are not what I ever considered to be 
“marital aids”), I was nevertheless 
constantly riveted by this introduction to the 
BDSM community. 

A completely different interpretation of 
“going under the knife” came with Hedwig 
and the Angry Inch. Hedwig is a rocking 
musical of vivacious tunes and enormous 
delicacy. John Cameron Mitchell plays 
Hedwig, an East German transsexual left 
with an unfortunate inch of penis after the 
sex change operation to get him out of East 


Berlin goes horribly wrong. Mitchell 
crafted a remarkable film about the 
adventures of love and prices of personal 
and emotional freedom. By turns both 
touching and revolting, this film is in the 
must-see category. A head in a stove will 
never look the same. 

But while I sat in the dark surrounded 
by so many of our clan, it suddenly struck 
me that the films seemed to ignore the 
presence of AIDS. Just as there were no 
demonization films like Boys in the Band, 
there was a notable absence of films like 
Longtime Companion. Instead, the films 
were set in a dreamland, where HIV is 
absent. 

AIDS finally made a brief appearance 
in Dirk (Man of the Year) Shafer’s Circuit, 
in which a small town cop from the mid- 
west moves to Los Angeles and becomes 
involved with the drugs, sex, and music of 
circuit party culture. While the film lacked 
any coherent plot and the characters seem 
straight out of a porno, one of them was 
dealing with the rigours of living with HIV. 

The characters in Circuit have real-life 
counterparts in Montréal as well. 
Montréal’s circuit party sensation, Black & 
Blue, overtakes the city on _ the 
Thanksgiving weekend every year. Run by 
the Bad Boy Club of Montréal (BBCM), the 
weekend is a fundraiser for various gay 
groups and AIDS charities. The weekend is 
also not only about dancing and drugging: 
while there are the parties like the Jock, 
Leather and Military Balls, the B&B also 
has a_— gay travel expo, art 
exhibition/auction, a volleyball tournament 
and a Swim-a-Thon. Over 80,000 people 
were expected this year to descend on 
Montréal, bringing with them an estimated 
$65 million in economic spin-offs. 

Those who doubt Circuit’s unending 
array of beautiful men have only to attend 
one of the actual circuit parties. B&B has 
the distinction of having the largest number 
of people on a single dance floor in the 
world. At the main event, over 20,000 
people strut, grind and mesh into a tribal 
dance rhythm. 

Now, I have always had an amazing 
time at every circuit party I have attended. 
As you wade through the flesh on display, 
the lack of attitude is equally downright 
disturbing and marvelously comfortable. 
It’s almost impossible to fathom so many 
people dancing into the wee hours of the 
morning solely intent on enjoying 
themselves and everyone around them. 

I have always been particularly pleased 
to attend the Black and Blue events. The 
BBCM Foundation donates money to 
community groups and AIDS charities from 
the proceeds of their circuit parties. But 
Schafer’s Circuit openly criticized this 
factor as hypocritical. In the film, a 


character states that the circuit parties cause 
an increase in the incidents of unsafe sex 
and therefore lead to even more infection of 
the gay population with HIV. The once- 
ironic factor that party drugs often lead to 
impotence and therefore less sex is missing 
in the “Age of Viagra.” 

The American of Public 
Health recently confirmed this allegation in 
a report. They conducted a survey of 300 
gay and bisexual men from San Francisco

who went to at least one circuit party in the 


preceding year. The results were quite 
disturbing. With a whopping 86 percent 
reporting drug use other than alcohol and an 
average of three drugs used, sobriety was 
not a normal practice. Now I’m not one to 
“Nancy Regan”’—some like their booze, 
others a dose of Ecstasy. “Different strokes 
for different folks,” I always say. But my 
concern stems not from the drug use, but 
the sex. The study found that over one- 
quarter of those surveyed reported multiple 
sex partners over the party 
weekends. Of these, 47 had 
unprotected anal sex and 24 percent did the 
same with a partner whose HIV status was 
either unknown or different than their own. 
The study also found that as the drug use 
increased, the chances for unprotected anal 
sex likewise grew. (You can check out this 
study at http://www.ajph.org) 

With an alphabet soup of dance and 
party drugs flowing like a post-modern 
Alice in Wonderland factory and sexual 
liaisons of Caligulaic proportions, I must 
commend the efforts of the BBCM. They 
handle these factors with wisdom and 
acceptance. They do not turn a blind eye to 
the foreseeable pill popping and sex, but try 
to minimize any possible harm. 

Signs warning of the dangers of 
excessive drug use are plastered 
everywhere. “Say NO to GHB”; “Do Not 
Mix K with Alcohol”. Graphic and explicit 
posters are in every bathroom promoting 
safe sexual practices and warning people of 
the risks involved. Condoms are 
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circuit 
percent 
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everywhere. Medical assistants wait in the 
wings at every one of the weekend’s events 


for the inevitable overdoses or 
dehydrations. Every possible safeguard is 
taken by the BBCM to ensure a safe 
weekend. 

But for some, HIV joins that party and 
never leaves. While AIDS was a silent 
runner at the film festival, it starred at Ca 
Marche, the Montréal version of the AIDS 
Walk. While last year’s march was a 
candlelight tour of the city at night, this 
year’s event took place early on a sunny 
The people were out and the 
And _ yet, 


morning. 
money was being collected. 


something felt wrong. 


Everywhere I looked there were 
corporate teams, from clothing companies 
to drug manufacturers (Montréal is the 
pharmaceutical capital of Canada), as well 
as teams from schools and a scattering of 
clubs. But the gay presence was definitely 
at a low level. Twenty thousand people 
pounded the asphalt that morning and 
raised $532,000. That comes out at around 
$27 per person. The same number of 
people attended the main event at Black and 
Blue and paid $85 for their individual 
tickets. If the partygoers gave this money to 
the AIDS Walk instead of going to the 
Black & Blue, the march would have raised 
an additional $1,700,000. The math is 
disturbing. ‘ 

I was also reminded of the great ‘90s 
flick, The Usual Suspects. A character

stated that the greatest trick the devil ever 
pulled was convincing the world that he 
didn’t exist. Well, AIDS has mimicked 
Satan’s con job. The invisibility of the 
disease makes people believe that it no 
longer is a clear and present danger. “Its 
like diabetes,” someone recently said to me. 
“Tts inconvenient but hardly deadly.” 

AIDS is the black sheep of the gay 
family. We spent so many years trying to 
reform him and now that we no longer see 
his acts of terrorism, we pretend that he is 
rehabilitated. We’re so sick of fighting him 
that we’ve moved on to the silent treatment 
hoping that “If I don’t see him, he doesn’t 
exist.” 

So, we ignore him in our lives. 

We banish him from our art. 

We let companies, who profit from his 


existence, raise money for their own work. 

We won't get up in the morning on a 
weekend to march against him. 

We won’t even give more than $27 of 
our own money to fight the battle if we do. 

But we'll pay over three times that 
amount to dance under the spectre of his 
name. 

And as the leaves fall to cover the 
sidewalks on the streets of Montréal, I 
wonder how long this winter will last.

Perhaps 
the most striking aspect of Drift is its sense 
of intimacy—Lee’s camera is all-seeing 
but not all-knowing, and he allows it to 
roam through three possible avenues of a 
love triangle scenario. 

Ryan is an aspiring screenwriter 
immersed in a long-term relationship with 
Joel, who works at a gay and lesbian 
community centre. As their third 
anniversary approaches, Ryan meets Leo, a

writer with strikingly similar tastes to his 
own and, as things progress, he starts to 
believe that he has found a soul mate in 
Leo and decides to break things off with 
Joel in order to sort himself out. 

At a common point of departure (one 
to which Lee returns again and again) Ryan 
sets off on a journey that explores three 
separate possibilities given the 
circumstances and the nature of the 
dynamics involved with the other 
characters. In one version, his 


secmemnmanenseremmaenial 
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pursuit—and eventual conquest—of Leo is 
a refreshing one. Far from being a muscle- 
bound Adonis (typical home wreckers in 
gay films), Leo is quite an awkward, 
irritating little wiener, and Lee very boldly 
allows him to be so without apology. 
Although it is a simple technique, this 
further reinforces the idea of soulmates and 
emotional connections to be driven home 
without the assistance of cliché. 

The interaction between Ryan and Joel 
is also somewhat of departure: there is a 
matter-of-fact and mediocre quality to their 
“gayness” which makes their relationship 
seemed even more comfortable and 
sweet—not to mention a greater loss when 
the two part company. : 

Lee’s successes with Drift go beyond 
character as well. His eye for detail is quite 
often fetishistic, and yet still remains 
unobtrusive in the flow of the narrative. 
His shooting style is equally clever: the 
camera drifts and observes freely, weaving 
in and out of situations and the personal 
space of the characters as if it were another 
member of the cast. The sex scenes, in 
particular, are beautifully done—not in a 
pornographic sense, but for the fact that 
they are wonderful. little vignettes of 
absolute erotic honesty and show a 
believably close connection between the 
film’s players. 

If there is fault to be found—or an 
obvious hand to be seen—in Drift, it lies 
with the script itself. At times, some of the 
dialogue, particularly that involving

Being held hostage by Old Man Winter 
can often lead to feelings of helplessness and 
frustration. Before cabin fever makes you 
behave like Jack Nicholson in the Shining, 
lash out at your seasonal jailer and show him 
who’s boss. One of the best ways to conquer 
the cold is to indulge in comfort foods and 
take a bite out of winter—literally. Forever 
a staple of the jilted, jealous and PMS- 
afflicted, ice cream is the perfect fare for an 
extended stay on the couch. 

Vanilla may be considered boring when it 
comes to sex, but it is truly a “barometer 
flavour” when it comes to judging the ice 
cream maker’s craft; it is a balancing act of 
taste, texture and subtle ingredients. Put it 
this way: if they can get vanilla right, they 
can do anything. 

We tested five different varieties of vanilla 
—three premium, one standard and. one 
“alternative” —to see how each measured up 
to the challenge of satisfying house-bound 
couch potatoes. We also included a few 
recommendations of other flavours within 
these manufacturer’s repertoires. Our 
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intellectual discussions of relationships and 
life, has a scripted and stilted feel to 
it—likely the result of the transition from 
written word to spoken word. This is a 
particularly difficult thing to adjust for an 
audience’s ear, given the scope and 
demands of the material in such a film as 
this. One suspects that Lee perhaps felt the 
need to cram as much as possible into the 
dialogue in order to get his point across. 
The characters, however, already speak 
volumes with body language and physical 
attitudes, and a beautifully composed and 
executed piano-heavy score by Steven 
Pranoto further enhances their moods and 


interactions.

Ben & Jerry’s World’s Best Vanilla: 
Ben & Jerry’s is a marketing genius, having 
given us such catchy and memorable 
flavours as Cherry Garcia and Chunky 
Monkey. In the case of World’s Best Vanilla, 
however, such a grand claim smacks of 
arrogance—particularly when the ice cream 
in question has a medicinal marshmallow 
flavour to it. Blecch! This is only true, mind 
you, when it stands alone: it performs 
beautifully as a base for both their Vanilla 
Toffee Chunk and Chocolate Chip Cookie 
Dough varieties. Other brilliant offerings 
from this premium manufacturer include 
That’s Nuts! (chocolate and pistachio ice 
cream with pistachio nuts and almonds), 
New York Brownie Delight and the 
aforementioned Cherry Garcia. 

Haagen Dazs Vanilla: This is absolute 
genius— velvety, rich flavour composed of 
pure and natural ingredients. This is the 
créme of the crémes glacé, the one by which 
all others are measured. Variations of note 
include Honey Vanilla (gentle and 
perfumey) and Vanilla Swiss Almond 
(cheekily studded with dark chocolate- 
covered nuts), both of which improve ever- 
so-slightly on perfection. Other standouts in 
their “standard” line include Strawberry, 
Chocolate Chocolate Chip and Dulce de 
Leche (caramel cream). 

Breyer’s All-natural Vanilla: Okay, 
the flecks of real vanilla bean do look a bit 
like dirt in white ice cream, but they make all 
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the difference in the world. Like Haagen 
Dazs, this is a symphony of natural 
ingredients and boasts a slightly more robust 
flavour than its European-sounding 
American counterpart (yes, H.D. was born 
in the USA). The list of combinations and 
variations is endless: Breyer’s seems to do 
almost everything well—even the flavours 
that don’t sound even remotely appealing are 
delicious. For the health-conscious, their 
lines of frozen yogurts and low-fat ice 
creams are also divine. 

Lucerne: A surprisingly full-flavoured 
and satisfying offering, this ice cream gave 
the premium brands a run for their (or is that 
your?) money. Purists may wish to skip 
over the multisyllabic bits on the ingredients 
panel and cut right to the chase—after all, 
how your body’s going to cope with a few 
extra pounds is much nicer to think about 
that how it’s going to process mono & 
diglycerides. Other noteworthy varieties 
include Strawberry, Butterscotch Ripple 
(highly recommended) and Mint Chocolate 
Chip. 

Rice Dream: For the sake of the 
health-conscious we gave this a shot, and the 
result was clearly... Ugh! This product 
should be called Rice Nightmare—the 
texture’s nasty, the taste (and aftertaste) 
horrible and the concept’s a joke. Ice cream 
is supposed to be an indulgence, not feel like 
penance. If you have a dairy intolerance, 
take some Lactaid; if you’re worried about 
your health, get over it—who wants to live 
to 100 eating crappy fake ice cream? 
Recommendations include filing this away 
with carob and non-alcoholic beer. 


Jade Esteban Estrada 
Vicarious Records 


Put all your eggs in one basket with 
Ricky Martin, did you? Still waiting for him 
to confess his undying love for you on a 
Barbara Walters Special? Awww... Don’t 
worry, babes, there’s a new kid in 
town—and if you like Latin music and cute 
gay boys, then he’s the man for you. Sorry, 
Ricky... 

The Advocate called him “Exquisite 
Jade.” Genre magazine said he was “...the 
energetic and sizzling diva of Latin pop.” 
Jade Esteban Estrada has the distinction of 
being the first openly gay Latin artist to 
break onto the music scene. And break he 
did in a big way. Originally signed to Total 
Envision Records, Estrada risked it all when 
he came out spontaneously at a Pride 
celebration in Utica, New York. Was it a 
crisis? Sort of. Did it ruin his career? 
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Nopet Bye- Se record deal, hello Vicarious 
Records, the young Latin singer’s own 


label. Estrada, a native of San Antonio, 
Texas, hasn’t looked back since. 

Dubbed the “Prince of Pageantry” for 
his mumerous appearances on_ the 
international beauty contest circuit, Estrada 
is now equally well known for performing 
at Pride festivals—sixteen of them in 2000 
alone. The music is what you would expect 
from a pageant-and Pride-appropriate act: 
it’s up-tempo, bright and very, very catchy. 
Not the there’s anything wrong with that... 

Estrada (no relation to Erik from 
CHiPs—every reviewer points this out 
because it is essential) possesses the kind of 
strong and versatile voice that makes so 
many Latin artists successful in the 
mainstream. He soars and roars when the 
situation dictates and can pull it all back to a 
sultry whisper in a heartbeat. All without 
missing a beat, a tough job given the 
sometimes-frenetic pace of the music. 
Central to the album are Estrada’s biggest 
hits Reggae Twist (don’t worry, it'll ring a 
bell) and the Spanish version of Bella 
Morena (exuberant and fun—definitely 
worth multiple listenings).. Lagrimas 
Perdidas boasts all the trappings of a true 
Latin anthem, complete with the backup of 
a soaring choir, and our man Jade pulls it all 
off quite handily. Less successful are the 
singer’s English language efforts (For Only 
You, Fallin’ Again, C’mon Pretty Baby), 
where it sounds at times like he has to 
vocally grasp for notes. In this case, the 
words are obviously understandable to my 
Anglo ear and I can tell that they’re corny. 
That said, I must remind myself that this is 
pop—a genre not known for the 
philosophical insight of its lyrics. As for the 
songs sung in Spanish, it is much tougher to 
comment on the material—the lyrics could 
be unbelievably brilliant or as corny as those 
on the aforementioned songs. With limited 
knowledge of Spanish, I can’t really say 
anything with certainty. Does it matter? Of 
course not. The accompaniment is tight, the 
singing remarkable and the whole package 
comes off as a highly enjoyable musical 
experience (on the truly Latin-sounding 
cuts, at least). What more do you want- 
Ricky in a jockstrap? Sorry, no can do. 
Then again, why fantasize about an 
allegedly gay Latin pop star when you can 
fantasize about the real thing? Keep an eye 
on this glittering piece of Jade.

On October 15, 2001, Calgarians went 
to the polls to elect a new city council, and 
it was very competitive throughout the 
city. The four leading mayoralty 
candidates ran a very close race, with 
former council member Dave Bronconnier 
triumphing over the rest of the field. 

Bronconnier won the mayoral seat 
with 28.3 percent of the voting public—a 
total of 62,745 votes. A key issue of 
Bronconnier’s campaign was the proposed 
sale of Enmax. He has stated that the 
public should be involved with the 
decision whether or not to sell Enmax, and 
that public hearings on the issue must be 
held. That process has already begun. The 
other main issue was that of traffic and 
infrastructure. Bronconnier seems to have 
had the right answers on this issue 
(according to the election results) and we 
will wait to see if his overall plan will be 
effective. 

In the aldermanic races there were 
several that we were watching closely 
because some wards had no incumbent. 

WARD 1-Dale Hodges (incumbent) 
re-elected by acclamation 

WARD 2-Fred Lowe, a new alderman 
who won with 30.2 percent of the vote for 
that ward. 

WARD 3-John Schmal (incumbent) 
re-elected with 78.6 percent of the vote 
for that ward. 

Warp 4-Bob Hawksworth 
(incumbent) re-elected with 79.0 percent 
of the vote for that ward. 

Warp 5-Ray Jones (incumbent) re- 
elected with 68.7 percent of the vote for 
that ward. 

WARD 6-Craig Burrows, a new 
alderman who won with 28.6 percent of 
the vote for that ward. 

Warp 7-Druh Farrell, a new 
alderman who won with 44.4 percent of 
the vote for that ward. 

Warp 8-Madeline King, a new 
alderman who won with 17.7 percent of 
the vote for that ward. 

WARD 9-Joe Ceci (incumbent) re- 
elected with 72.2 percent of the vote for 
that ward. 

WARD 10-Diane Danielson 
(incumbent) with 58.7 percent of the vote 
for that ward. 

Warp 11-Barry Erskine (incumbent) 
with 58.3 percent of the vote for that 
ward. 

WARD 12-Rick MclIver a new 
alderman who won with 30.3 percent of 
the vote for that ward. 

WarD 13-Diane Colley-Urquhart 
(incumbent) elected by acclamation 

WARD 14-Linda Fox (incumbent) re- 
elected with 70.4 percent of the vote for 
that ward. 


We were faced with many issues in 
this election, topping the list was the sale 
of Enmax. All the candidates stated very 
clearly that the former council was wrong 
in its attempt to push the sale through 
without public consultation and input. 
Now let’s see how the hearings will be set 
up. Will this new council listen to the 
public when the time comes? 

Traffic was a big issue with many 
people throughout the city, and the 
infrastructure for Calgary’s transportation 
system is badly in need of improvement. 
Traffic jams occur each day. Limiting 
traffic in downtown neighbourhoods is 
essential in preserving the integrity of 
downtown living space. Let’s remind our 
new representatives that this priority is the 
cornerstone upon which some of them 
were elected. 

Green space and the environment 
were also important issues, as_ this city is 
growing at a rate that no one had 
envisioned a few years ago.

In the interests of fairness, I feel 
compelled to confess that in my life, I 
have never asked another man to marry 
me nor have I been asked in return. My 
partner of 13 years and I have had some 
desultory conversations about what we 
would do should such a thing ever become 
possible and, for now, we seem to have 
arrived at the conclusion that a marriage 
ceremony would be a trifle redundant. 

There was a time, in the first blush 
of romance, when we would have leapt at 
the opportunity, I suspect, as a way of 
celebrating the fact that we’d found each 
other and, further, as a way of publicly 
declaring our intention to build a life 
together. 

It wasn’t an option, however, and so 
we found our own means of celebration 
and declaration and, in fact building our 
lives together—to a point where not only 
do we consider ourselves an old married 
couple, most of those near and dear to us 
do too. 

All of which seems to put me square 
in the middle of the current debate. 

On one side, we have EGALE and 
others of their ilk demanding that gays 
and lesbians be granted citizenship in the

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state of matrimony. On the other side, 
another faction of the gay world screams 
that gay marriages well simply further 
shackle us to heterosexual values. 

Meanwhile, those who think that the 
best place for all of us is in the closet or 
the grave are having a ball, smugly 
insisting that the world shouldn’t start 
embroidering the ‘his and his’ towels until 
the gay community has decided whether 
or not we really want to crawl into that 
tub. 

This last is perhaps the easiest part of 
the debate to squelch: In my rather limited 
personal acquaintance, there are several 
heterosexual individuals who _ see 
marriage as an outdated institution that 
should be abolished, so obviously, 
marriage—regardless of the sexuality of 
those involved—has never demanded the 
complete support of any community. 

As for those who insist that any gay 
who wants to marry is simply selling out 
to heterosexual values, my best advice is, 
if that’s the way you feel, then by all 
means stay away from the altar. Too many 
of us have wasted far too much time in our 
lives doing what one community or 
another has told us we should do for any 
of us to start succumbing to that kind of 
pressure now. 

But unless I’m missing something 
in this argument, the folks at EGALE and 
their allies aren’t suggesting that all gays 
must suddenly mate for life. Instead, what 
they are saying—and again, I’m relying 
mostly on my own personal interpretation 
of things—is that should a same-sex 
couple decide that they want to formalize 
their relationship in a way sanctioned by 
government and religion, that should be 
their right. 

And frankly, that’s an argument with 
which I can find no fault, even though a 
part of me sadly acknowledges that such a 
change in our laws will no doubt serve to 
further enrich divorce lawyers. 

We live in a pluralistic society—and 


there are few components of that society 
who have benefited more from that 
pluralism in the last decades than the gay 
community. Sure, we’ve got a long way 
to go, but thanks to the determination with 
which Canada has embraced pluralism, 
the gay world I entered as a young man is 
a far, far different one than the one in 
which I live today. 

While we have some distance to 
travel before we are fully embraced by our 
pluralistic world, maybe we could shorten 
the distance by embracing pluralism 
ourselves. 

What it comes down to, in the final 
analysis, is this: What’s at question here is 
our rights—and when it comes to rights, I 
want every right that every other citizen 
has. And whether I choose to exercise 
those rights or not is nobody’s business 
but my own.

segregation or support?

The University of Saskatchewan 
Students’ Union Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual 
(USSU LGB) Centre has begun making 
strides towards creating more positive living 
environments for all students living in 
university residences at the U of S. The 
proposed “2 in 20” program, modeled after a 
similar program at University of 
Massachusetts in Amherst, is aimed at 
designating part of an on-campus residence 
for lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgender 
(LGBT) students, along with their 
heterosexual allies. The purpose is to provide 
a “safe space for people of all backgrounds 
and sexual orientations,” according to USSU 
LGB director Ryan Whyley. 

The impetus for this program has been 
ongoing complaints of harassment and 
discrimination endured by students in 
university residences based on perceived 
sexual orientation. According to the USSU 
LGB, students in residence find they have 
been consistently singled out and bullied. 
And as Whyley states, “The harassment that 
goes on in residences is unacceptable.” 
Moreover, the pervasive sentiment of 
intolerance is allowed to continue unchecked, 
oftentimes after complaints are voiced to 


dorm managers or resident advisors. As one 
student testified, “I couldn’t have breakfast 
without someone mumbling ‘faggot’ 
whenever I got up from the table...and heard 
comments like ‘If I ever found out there was 
a gay person living here, I’d beat the ****out 
Otpesthem: Another student was 
discriminated against because others in her 
residence believed that she was dating her 
roommate. “When we 
complained to _ the 
residence manager, we 
were told that it was not fe. 
a serious enough issue 
to address.” Verbal Fae 
abuse escalated to the 
point where “it became 
almost impossible to 
reside in the dorm and 
my roommate and I ended up spending most 
of our time elsewhere,” she says. 

Many on the U of S campus see the 
proposed ‘2 in 20” program as being little 
more than segregation, and are advocating 
more education instead. 

“How do you teach tolerance to people 
by separating yourself from those who are 
intolerant towards you?” asks Vera Pezer, 
Associate VP (Student Affairs and Services), 
who is currently acting as mediator between 
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residences and the LGB Centre. 

Whyley stresses that education is not 
enough. It is not, in his mind, going to do 
anything to alleviate the strain of coming out 
to straight roommates or hall mates. 
Furthermore, he believes that it is unrealistic 
to expect students to speak out when they fear 
becoming targeted. Also, diversity sessions 
tend to fall on deaf ears, for the people who 
need them most tend 
not to participate. 
_ | Whyley believes that 

the proposed GLBT and 
Meay-friendly 
community will be “a 
safe space for people of 
all backgrounds and 
sexual orientations”. As 
he stated in an interview 
with the Saskatoon Star Phoenix, “It’s not 
making it an us-against-them. It’s curbing a 
problem. Generally, I think [gay] students are 
scared.” Victimized students are currently 
being ostracized and singled out, and the “2 
in 20” program would not only provide these 
students with a viable support network, but 
would also serve to make the issue more 
visible in a positive way. 
The aim of the USSU LGB is to work 
with the university to develop this program. 
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Call Senga Bailey, CIP 
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Meetings are ongoing, for the USSU is 
attempting to establish a working relationship 
with the university. Initial feedback for the 
proposal has been slow in coming from the 
administrative departments on campus, but 
this was never expected to be an easy process. 
Currently, UMass is the only university in 
North America with a fully operational “2 in 
20”-type program, though other universities 
in the States and a few in Canada are 
beginning to deal with the problem of 
harassment and discrimination in on-campus 
residences. 

Implementation of such a program at 
the U of S would be a groundbreaking 
proactive approach towards positive living 
for LGBT and gay-friendly students on 
campus, and one that no other Canadian 
university has yet been able to implement.

“T care... do you?”, is the slogan for 
the second year of a two-year campaign 
intended to create a sustained focus on 
the role of men in the AIDS epidemic. 
Globally, it is critical to emphasize the 
role that men play in sexual relationships 
and to encourage more men to participate 
in HIV prevention efforts. More men are 
in infected with HIV around the world 
than women. 

From a global perspective, sexual 
transmission between men accounts for 
from five to ten percent of all HIV cases 
[UNAIDS Technical Update, May 2000]. 
This figure is very different in Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand, the United 
States and most of Western Europe, 
where sexual transmission of HIV 
amongst men averages closer to seventy 
percent. So, here in Canada, it is critical 
that gay and bisexual men be a part of the 
response. 

The central goal in the larger context 
is to challenge negative stereotypes about 
masculinity and to encourage men 
around the world to value their own 
health and that of their sexual partners. 
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Stereotypes put men and their sexual 
partners at risk for HIV transmission, 
regardless of the partner’s gender, sexual 


identity or geography. Behind these 
stereotypes are social and cultural 
barriers to the discussion of sex between 
men. These exist around the world, but 
also within communities across Canada. 

While this campaign has a global 
focus, the messages and lessons from 
around the world can teach us many 
things here at home. A person’s ability to 
make healthy choices (including safer 
sex) is severely limited by discrimination 
based on race or culture, poverty or 
social power imbalances. Other factors 
that can impact are low self-esteem, 
sexual or physical violence, drug or 
alcohol use and lack of access to health 
information. 

Prejudice and discrimination against 
gay men persist in our society, and many 
men who have sex with men respond to 
this by denying or hiding their sexual 
identity. There are many men in Canada 
who not only face this homophobia and 
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discrimination from society at large, but 
additional discrimination from within 
their own ethno-cultural community. 
Although multi-culturalism is very much 
a part of our Canadian identity, we do not 
always acknowledge the values and 
belief systems of all cultures. Often a 
person with a different cultural heritage 
will live in two worlds: the dominant 
Canadian one and the one of their family. 
This can result in further marginalization 
and reduces an individual’s ability to 
protect themselves. 

While we encourage people in other 
countries to break down social and 
cultural barriers by discussing male-to 
sex, this lesson is one which would serve 
us well here at home. A great starting 
place would be within the gay 
community itself. 


SEXUAL IDENTITY 
Sexual identity is different from 
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sexual behaviour. A study from the Male 


Call organization in New Zealand 
showed some _ interesting results. 
Respondents chose different sexual 


identities according to how old they 
were, where they lived and which ethnic 
group they identified with. Many men 
who have sex with other men do not 
“identify” as homosexual. 

In some countries, men view their 
sexuality through the lens of who is the 
insertive or receptive partner during 
intercourse. The insertive partner 
identifies as completely heterosexual on 


the grounds that they take on an 
exclusively insertive role in such 
activities. Indeed, within the gay 


community itself, the “top” and “bottom” 
dynamic is often associated with 
masculinity or lack thereof. 

Although in industrialised countries, 
such as Canada or Western Europe, some 
awareness has been built around gay 
sexual identity, there are still many men 
that have sex with other men who do not 
identify themselves as homosexual or 
“gay.” Bisexual men are often 
challenged with a certain level of 
prejudice both from the community at 
large and the gay community itself. 
Slowly, the bisexual identity is finding its 
voice and becoming understood. 

Men in cities were more likely to 
identify as gay than men in rural areas or 
smaller towns who identified as bisexual 
most of the time. Men who have not told 
anyone that they are sexually attracted to 
men preferred to identify themselves as 
bisexual, and those who had disclosed 
their attraction to family members or 
friends were more likely to identify as 
gay. Most interesting was how sexual 
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identity related to gay community 
involvement. Those who felt an 
attachment to a larger gay community 
were more likely to identify as gay 
versus a large majority of those who did 
not feel attached to the community 
identified themselves as bisexual. While 
some people are truly bisexual, the Male 
Call study showed that many refer to 
themselves as bisexual in order to qualify 
sexual identity. 

While they do not provide an answer, 
perhaps the lessons from another part of 
the world can shed some light on the 
issue here in Canada. Creating 
environments where people can meet and 
feel a sense of community plays a critical 
role in the development of one’s personal 
sexual identity. A strong sense of sexual 
identity and connection to a larger gay 
community is still one of the best tools 
for HIV prevention. 


YOUNG MEN AND HIV 

The international AIDS pandemic is 
driven by many factors. Risk behaviours 
such as sex with more than one partner 
without the use of condoms, and social 
conditions (such as poverty) that create a 
barriers that discourage people from 
protecting themselves. The strongest 
influences affecting the spread of the 
epidemic are the sexual behaviours and 
the attitudes of men. The riskiest 
attitudes and behaviour related to HIV 
can be found among young men between 
the ages of fifteen and _ twenty- 
four—from injection drug use and 
multiple sexual partners, through to 
unprotected sex between men. These 
young men play a central role in the 
epidemic. Young people account for 
sixty percent of new HIV infections 
world-wide and men still account for 
more HIV infections than women. The 
United Nations Programme on 
HIV/AIDS estimates that men under 25 
currently account for up to a quarter of 
the world’s people living with HIV. 

Although central to the course of the 
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epidemic, young men have remained 
peripheral to the response to HIV. The 
response has largely focussed on 
protecting more obviously vulnerable 
groups from the virus, and tended (albeit 
unwittingly) to ignore other vulnerable 
groups. Globally, the vulnerable groups 
have been women—particularly young 
women—who have been the focus of 
HIV programs. This attention is critical 
and the goal needs to be maintained 
while addressing the needs of young men 
who play a significant role in stopping 
the spread of the virus. 

This experience is reflected in the 
Canadian response to HIV infection, and 
we can learn from the results. In the mid- 
1980s education and _ prevention 
programs were targeted at gay men. This 
focus showed results, and we witnessed 
declining incidences of HIV in men who 
have sex with men through to the late 
1990s. 

As time passed and HIV found 
foothold in other populations who were 
at risk, the focus of prevention programs 
changed based on emerging trends in 
infections. Successful programs for 
women, aboriginal people and injection 
drug users sprung up across the country. 
These, too, have been successful with 
results similar to those experienced 
earlier with gay men’s prevention 
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programming a decade ago. 

Unfortunately, programs targeted at 
the gay men’s community lost critical 
resources during this time. HIV infection 
rates are on the increase in Canada’s 
young gay men, many of whom have not 
benefited from the targeted and sustained 
prevention programmes of the late ‘80s 
and early ‘90s. 

The world lessons and our own 
experience have shown us that targeted 
programs work, but they must be 
sustained over a long period of time. 
When programs are non-existent or 
where the focus and resources are shifted 
to meet emerging trends, the incidence of 
HIV infection rises. 

“Culturally sensitive and target 
specific,” has been a guiding principal of 
HIV prevention work for many years. 
For gay men, for women, for minority 
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communities and for any HIV prevention 
programming, this must continue to 
guide the work. A renewed commitment 
of resources is critical.

Alberta. Two large cities. Two hockey 
teams. Two groups of men. Two guys 
running two Gay Men’s Projects. For the 
first time, as the project coordinator for 
Calgary, I had the opportunity to speak with 
Rob from Edmonton’s Gay Men’s Outreach 
Crew (GMOC), and discuss the situations 
in our respective cities. We enjoyed our 
conversation, and learned much from it; we 
hope you do, too. 

Rob: So, Collin, what are some the 
things you do in Calgary? 

Collin: As always, we are up to a lot 
down here in the south. We distribute 
condom packs featuring two condoms, lube 
and HIV information through our partners 
around the city. 

We have also begun our Voice Out 


campaign, a question of the month. that 
appears in Outlooks and online at 
www.glcsa.org/mens. It’s a fun question 
that gets us thinking about our sexuality as 
gay and bisexual men. It’s also an 
opportunity for us to talk about those issues 
that are important to our sexuality. We plan 
to have a forum on the website for the 
comments that men are sending in. 

Through our outreach and drop-in 
group every Monday night at Money 
Pennies, we talk to a lot of guys in Calgary 
about the issues that are important to them. 
We also partner with many agencies in the 
city to advocate for gay and bisexual men in 
this city. 

What about you guys up north? 

Rob: We northern lads have a lot of 
stuff going on! We partner with other 
organizations under the new “GMOC 
Partnership Scheme.” With these 
partnerships, we can extend beyond a small 
population, and look at all areas of 
community-based development, including 
disability, poverty and ethnicity. 

As you may know, GMOC is an 
organization that coordinates workshops for 
gay/bisexual men to attend. These 
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workshops focus on coming out, being gay, 
relationships and safer sex. It is not an 
unfamiliar sight to see past participants 
reunite periodically for social events. This 
is a service we have provided for men by 
men for the past 13 years. We also have our 
nightly drop in; Sunday night at the Gay & 
Lesbian Centre is “Men Talking Together” 
to discuss, probe, and offer insight on some 
issues that we, as bisexual and gay men 
face. 

Collin, Edmonton and Calgary have 
different statistics relating to recent 
reported HIV cases. Why do you think this 
is? 

Collin: There are many theories on 
this. The difference seems to be that 
Edmonton has higher infection rates among 
those who use intravenous drugs while 
Calgary has more infections among gay and 
bisexual men. 

One reason for the difference could be 
a larger population of gay men in Calgary. 
No one knows for sure. The important 
thing to remember is that infection rates are 
going up in Alberta and that’s not good, no 
matter who it is happening to. 

What’s your theory behind the overall 
increase? 

Rob: This is happening all over, 
especially in the US. I think that a lot of 
funding was given to prevention programs 
in the ‘80s and early ‘90s, when the AIDS 
crisis was first actualised. Now that there 
are so many communities that need HIV 
education programs, the money is being 
divided up among other populations, such 
as women, aboriginals, youth, prisons, etc. 
So with less money, there is less 
programming and less chance of men 
receiving the current and _ needed 
information. 

In addition, I believe that a myth exists 
that AIDS is now manageable with recent 
drugs, giving rise to unprotected sex. 
Fifteen pills a day, all taken at different 
intervals that cannot be missed plus the side 
effects associated with the medication 
clearly is not a lifestyle I would want. 

Collin, what do you think needs to 
happen so men actually realise the serious 
danger of, for example, barebacking? 

Collin: I think continued discussion is 
important and I think it needs to be relevant 
to gay men. I think that a lot of gay men are 
tired of it and don’t want to think about it. I 
don’t blame them. Who wants to constantly 
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be thinking and talking about disease? 

But it doesn’t all have to be about HIV. 
I think that as gay men we should be talking 
about sex more. We should be talking about 
the fun stuff and the crappy stuff. I think we 
should be talking about the realities of 
being gay in this day and age and all that 
comes with it, the good and the bad. So 
many people try to shut us down and shut 
down talk about our sexuality. We should 
be talking to each other and not just 
fEeFing. 

Rob, what do you see happening in the 
future for men’s programming in 
Edmonton? 

Rob: I foresee some really interesting 
projects and partnerships forming, 
including one with Buddy’s Niteclub. 
They’ve recently taken a very active 
approach to supporting safer sex materials 
in their bar, which calls for all bars to follow 
suit in the name of community 
responsibility. I'd like to see every 
organization that invites the public in some 
fashion to host gay men’s information, 
support and resources. Being gay should no 
longer be considered an alternative 
lifestyle, but a normal, healthy life similar 
to those of a heterosexual man. 

What do you envision in Calgary? 

Collin: We are excited to be putting 
together a Gay Men’s Health Summit for 
the Calgary community. It’s an opportunity 
for us to come together to discuss all kinds 
of issues that face gay men and their health. 
There will be speakers and workshops as 
well as a big party. 

Rob: I am actually quite excited now 
about what both our cities are doing. I think 
it’s a challenge, still, to reach everyone. I 
find myself constantly adapting my 
programming needs. I hope this little 
dialogue has been useful in drawing a 
comparison between the two cities, and 
where we are aiming. Calgary men can read 
future articles of mine in Times 10, and I 
know Edmonton men can read more articles 
from you in Outlooks. 
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Every so often, someone will enter our 
lives who makes a profound impact on the 
way we see ourselves. Sometimes, this 
person will force us to come to terms with 
the emotions that we would much prefer to 
keep hidden. Such is the case in the Quebec 
film L’Escorte, when a young man looking 
for love enters the lives of four troubled 
urbanites. 

Philippe, played by Paul-Antoine 
Taillefer and Jean-Marc (Eric Cabana) are 
partners going through a difficult time in 
their relationship. The couple owns a 
restaurant and are under pressure to find 
someone willing to invest in their business. 
Natalie (Marie Lefebvre) is one of Philippe’s 
best friends. She is depressed after realizing 
that she is in her late twenties and her 
relationship with a much younger man is a 
one-way ticket to nowhere as she claims to 
hear the gentle tick of her biological clock 
growing steadily fainter. Christian (Patrice 
Coquereau), Philippe’s other close friend, is 
living with HIV and refuses to seek 
counselling for the pain that is eating him 
away inside. He confides only in Natalie 
despite her urging him to tell Philippe that he 
is ul. To make matters worse, Christian’s 
latest boyfriend runs away after learning of 
his HIV status. 

At a house party, hosted by Philippe 
and Jean-Marc, alcohol and cocaine flow 
freely like a river carrying these troubled 
souls farther away from the reality of their 
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joyless lives. They discuss plans for a 
memorial service, hosted by Natalie, 
commemorating the death of a departed 
friend who died of AIDS. Natalie describes 
the event as a celebration of his life rather 
than the mourning of his death. Jean-Marc 
clearly becomes uncomfortable with the 
topic, mocking Natalie’s views on death and 
offering a toast only to the living. 

In a subsequent scene, Natalie leaves 
the party in a rage, furious at Jean-Marc’s 
insults and cynical comments about other 
people. Jean-Marc enjoys criticizing other 
people’s looks and ideas, but is himself very 
insecure about his own appearance and his 
relationship with Philippe. 

Later, the tipsy houseguests decide to 
phone an escort agency requesting an 18- 
year-old boy advertised in the paper. Jean- 
Marc spoils the fun and cancels the house 
call once he realizes that the service has been 
charged to his credit card. 

Shortly after, Philippe leaves to console 
a hysterical Natalie who is at home suffering 
her latest anxiety attack and the revelers soon 
depart in search of a good time elsewhere 
leaving Jean-Marc behind to clean up. Little 
does he expect a young man to turn up in his 
living room. Assuming the dark-haired 
newcomer to be the escort, Jean-Marc takes 
advantage of the situation and winds up in 
bed with the handsome stranger. However, 
Jean-Marc gets more than he bargains for 
when the young man, Steve (Robin Aubert ) 
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injures himself and ends up staying more 
than just the night. Philippe is dismayed 
when he comes home and discovers that 
Jean-Marc has been unfaithful, but as usual, 
forgives his latest indiscretion. 

The characters all seem to have a 
tremendous fear of aging as they spend more 
time reminiscing about the past than 
embracing the future. Steve is on a mission 
to find romance but is too immature to 
understand what love truly means. His 
interactions with the main characters force 
them to examine what love is, particularly 
Jean-Marc who finally wakes up to the 
perfect relationship that stands before him. 

Though an enjoyable watch, the 
characters in L’Escorte are lacking the depth 
to make it a great film. The scenes are often 
choppy, making it difficult to become 
immersed in the film for any length of time, 
leaving the somewhat 
unsatisfied.

Last year, an illustration in the distinctive 
style of Calgary artist Scott Clark graced the 
cover of Outlooks’ November “Issues” issue. 
Now, one year later, we catch up with Clark to 
see just how colourful things have been in his 
world to date. 

Outlooks: How have things = going for 
you over the last year? 
__ Clark: Pretty successful, actually. Well, I 


seemed to explode. It definite- 


a a “summer person,” it’s just that it was a time 
when the most opportunities came along; it 
just seemed to unfold that way. I can really 
create almost anytime, and summer is usually 
a slow time, especially in the art business. 

SS Outlooks: That makes sense: your solo 
show at the Auburn [Saloon] took place at the 
tail end of the summer. Tell me a little bit 
about that.: : 

Clark: It was great for me—the result of 
being “proactive” in February. I had relied on 
a lot of people for things and I was just tired 
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gone through a bit of a cycle—it 
| pretty slow at first but then in the 


of things that didn’t pan out. I had heard about 
the Aubum before and I always thought it 
would be great to have a show there. They 
stopped doing them for a year, because it was 
under new ownership, and I just thought it 
would be a good place to try. The thing is, my 
work is not really “fine art’-—it’s kind of 
between illustration and fine art. [had trouble 
when I tried some galleries—they weren’t too 
keen on it—then I tried the Aubum, because it 
still had quite a bit of credibility. I really 
wanted it to be a celebration more than a 
showing; you know, have my friends around, 
have some drinks, enjoy each other’s compa- 
ny. I thought it was a really good fit, good 
atmosphere. It really worked out well for me. 

Outlooks: A degree of inspiration in your 
work is drawn from your experience in the 
community—is that really a key factor for 
you? 

Clark: It is actually, yes. There was a time 
when these [gay] themes weren’t as overt, you 
know? I feel almost an “obligation” to 
express myself and who I am as part of the 
community. I won’t compare it directly to 
Toulouse Lautrec and Art Nouveau and the 
Moulin Rouge and such, but there is so much 
beauty and inspiration in the “scene” and so 
much that’s in my head that has to come out. 
It just feels good to draw a picture of two guys 
kissing! [Laughs] These days it’s definitely 
more prevalent and it’s eh great to be able 
to express that. 

Outlooks: What are your thoughts on art as 
therapy—I know you’ve explored this a bit 
with youth groups particularly. 

Clark: I totally believe that it can be a way 
for masses of people to heal; it’s a healing 
thing. It’s there to entertain and inspire. Even 
with me, in my past, I’ve seen that happen; 
there are even things I’ve drawn that I can’t 
look at a year afterward, they’re just too 
strong. I would have just died inside without 


it. Art allows us to vent, to see ourselves; 


there’s definitely a connection there.

Outlooks: Have you found that helps some 
of the other people you deal with, too? 

Clark: Oh, yeah—even today when I was 
at this artists residence, we did this huge four 
by six painting with these people from young 
offenders. It was great just seeing them 


putting together this huge image with their 
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ideas and then watching their faces after. So 
often it’s when we’re teenagers that we get 
hurt, so for them to have something there 
that’s timeless or makes them feel that they’re 
being heard is great. I really enjoy seeing that. 
There are also a lot of people who don’t think 
they're artists—it’s great to give them an 
opportunity to express themselves and see if 
they can paint, or they can draw. They often 
surprise themselves, and that’s cool. I like to 
share that. With my past, [ wasn’t shown too 
many opportunities to explore art, and maybe 


if there were more for people it would be an 
outlet for things that might otherwise be mis- 
directed. 

Outlooks: Some of your more recent work 
has a newfound crispness to it; is that a result 
of changes in your life or your aesthetic? 

Clark: Yeah... it’s funny just how many 
things influence me. I’ve been experimenting 
with style over the last little while—coming 
out of art school and being out of art school 
for five years, it’s good to experiment with 
what’s inside you. Even doing big works like 
my murals or working on smaller things like a 
comic can stretch you, you can integrate those 
experiences. I guess I had more confidence in 
my work and, as a result, I had greater confi- 
dence when it came to exploring that work 
and experimenting with it. My voice has 
changed; my environment has changed... 
And all these influences make a difference. 
I’ve learned not to judge it, not to hold it back. 
I’m trying to find a marriage between thinking 
about it and not thinking about it. I don’t want 
to sabotage myself. 

Outlooks: As far as this new work is con- 
cerned, do you have any shows coming up? 

Clark: Actually, yes. There’s one coming 
up at the Devonian Gardens, involving all the 
different groups that we’ve worked with- 
about nine or ten pieces that [ve been 
involved with. I’m also looking to do some- 
thing else in the spring. I have some time off 
coming up, so [ can work on quite a few 
pieces—maybe get into some painting as 
well. I’m just going to see how it all goes. 
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Berend McKenzie bounces back

It’s a crisp fall morning as Berend 
McKenzie climbs on the #250 bus to West 
Vancouver. While the other early riders 
are headed for their nine-to-fives, 
McKenzie is reporting for work at a local 
sound stage, where’s he landed his latest 
acting job on the syndicated television hit 
Andromeda. The award-winning actor has 
crossed paths recently with an eclectic 
group, which includes gross-out comic 
Tom Green, Governor General Adrienne 
Clarkson and West Wing star Stockard 
Channing. Not bad for a rural Alberta boy 
who used to think the big time was the 
Edmonton drag scene. 

While finding success, as an actor is 
tough enough, what makes McKenzie 
remarkable is that he’s also gay, HIV- 
positive, and recovering from substance 
abuse that nearly killed him. 

McKenzie was compiling an 
impressive body of work in Alberta with 
directors like Susan Cox and Brad Fraser, 
when bars, booze and HIV led to a 
downward spiral in the late 1990s, which 
he now describes as a five year blank. “I 
almost lost my life,” he says. But he didn’t 
lose his determination. “First I had to hit 
bottom,” he explains, “I had to ask for 
help and be willing to take [it]. Then I had 
to get honest with myself, and finally I 
had to make things right.” He still feels 
he’s living on borrowed time: “I was HIV- 
positive, believing in my mind that I 
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should have been dead years ago.” 

An exotic mix of Trinidadian and 
Scandinavian, he’s very much alive as he 
digs into his coconut rice at a popular 
Davie Street eatery. His slim 5’7” frame is 
wrapped in a bulky red knit sweater. His 
skin is a smooth café au lait, and his hair 
a shock of tight curls. His dark eyes flash 
behind tinted shades. McKenzie is 
pragmatic about his recovery. “I just 
wanted to stop waking up in fear 
everyday,” he explains. 

Fresh from treatment and armed with 
a purpose, McKenzie’s star initially rose 
in Vancouver’s recovery community. 
“They’re amazingly talented people... 
natural comedians and actors,” he says. 
“When I looked at them I said ‘I’ve got 
some of that, somewhere.’” For the past 
two years he directed musicals for 
Vancouver’s annual springtime 
conference, Celebrate Sobriety. He added 
a splash of glitter to New Year’s sober 
dances, appearing as his famed drag 
persona, Cleo. He did acting workshops, 
brushed up on his techniques and soon felt 
strong enough to return to the stage. He 
was preparing for a role at the Edmonton 
Fringe when he got a call from 
Vancouver’s Playhouse Theatre. His 
former mentor Darrin Hagen encouraged 
him to skip the Fringe and join the 
professional company. He did. The 
Playhouse production of Coronation 
Voyage by Quebec’s Michel Marc 
Bouchard, enjoyed a successful run in 
Vancouver and went on the road to the 
National Arts Centre in Ottawa, where 
McKenzie found himself performing for 
the governor general. The Edmonton drag 
queen had truly arrived. 

In Ottawa, McKenzie also found he 
was no longer the selfish diva who need a 
few belts of booze before the curtain was 
raised, “I was there to work. I understood 
I needed to show up [or] I would let the 
whole cast down. It brought tears to my 
eyes, and I felt gratitude,” he says. 


After returning home he won a 
principal role in director Stephen Herek’s 
Life or Something Like It, with Academy 
Award-winner Angelina Jolie. McKenzie 
was thrilled to catch the eye of Herek who 
has directed such stars as Keanu Reeves 
(Bill & Ted’s Excellent Adventure), 
Richard Dreyfuss (Mr. Holland’s Opus), 
and Mark Wahlberg and Jennifer Aniston 
(Rock Star). 
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To say McKenzie was excited would 
be an understatement. “They take me onto 
the set and I’m pale and feel like I’m 
hyperventilating.” Reality eventually set 
in, however. “I had my own trailer, which 
wasn’t a big deal after I spent three days in 
it,” he says. 

His biggest thrill was a scene where 
just he and Jolie share the screen, although 
he spoiled the intimate moment somewhat 
by smacking the movie diva in the face. 
“The third day I accidentally hit her. I did 
my line and left the set thinking, I am so 
fired.” 

Next, he went where no man has gone 
before, winning Best Actress at this year’s 
Vancouver Fringe Festival. After seeing 
McKenzie read for a male role in the 
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comedy Beyond Therapy, Director Trevor 
Roberts decided to take a risk: why not 
cast him as Charlotte, the female lead? 
Audiences loved it. “All I kept saying 
was, ‘No way, they’ve got to be kidding! 
I’m a man!’” A veteran of drag since his 
teenage years, McKenzie takes the actress 
award in stride. What he still struggles 
with is his newfound acceptance as a 
legitimate actor. 

He remains a familiar face in 
Vancouver’s gay recovery community, 
where he shares his experience and 
strength with others who are searching for 
change. 

And he strongly believes change is 
possible regardless of circumstance: 
“Challenge your beliefs and your patterns 
and don’t lose hope, you can do it.” 

As the other riders file off the early 
bus to their jobs at the malls and cafes, 
McKenzie heads for the studio where 
today, he’ll be transformed into a 
marauding space alien. That means an 
extra long session in makeup. Some things 
never change.

Frankly speaking, there are times when 
books, videos, television, music and food just 
don’t cut it when it comes to indoor 
distractions. And, being a resourceful bunch, 
we've all learned how to make the most of 
our leisure time, either through solo or shared 
pursuits. With inspiration from a place 
somewhere between the domains of Onan 
and Eros, we decided to do an “‘off the cuff” 
poll of personal lubricants just to see if there 
was a difference. Below is a list that 
represents a cross-section of products 
available on the marketplace, along with 
comments on consistency and longevity, 
among other things. Tests of air/friction dry- 
out duration were conducted by rubbing a 
quarter inch bead of product between thumb 
and forefinger in a 23 degree Centigrade 
room. Further exploration of these results 
can be made by individual readers based on 
the specific and unique practices or needs. 

O’my: This particular lubricant was the 
hippie of the bunch and boasts among its 
ingredients hempseed oil. This did not, 
however, lend the product any sort of 
appealingly herbaceous scent. Rather, the 
O’my lubricant smelled somewhat like old, 
dried-out saliva. And, while on the topic of 
drying out, this one was also our least durable 
and “gave up the ghost” at approximately 31 
seconds. 

Maximus: An import from England, 
this lubricant performed admirably and was 
our longest lasting product at three minutes, 
42 seconds. The label lists cellulose polymer 
as one of Maximus’ ingredients (not seen on 
any other of those we sampled), so 
presumably it was a contributing factor in the

success of this test run. This lube also 
featured a subtle, grape-y fragrance, 
reminiscence of 1980s’ Joi Gel. Nice! 

KY Jelly: In the world of lubricants, 
this is the equivalent of a Hollywood icon, 
having been around and_ performing 
impressively for such a long time. Today’s 
marketplace is full of products quite liquid in 
consistency, so this one is a standout for 
being more viscous and gel-like. In the 
friction test, KY fared quite well with a time 
of one minute, 34 seconds—not bad for an 
old-timer. As far as smell goes, this particular 
lube had a slight scent of plastic about it, but 
then again, they didn’t manufacture it for you 
to wear as cologne now, did they? 

KY Liquid: An updated take on the 
above classic, this runnier version of KY 
outperforms its predecessor in longevity, 
coming in (so to speak) at two minutes, 31 
seconds. Again, there is a slight plastic-y 
“bouquet” to the product, but with staying 
power like this, who really cares? 

Astroglide: This product has been 
made popular (at least in the Calgary region) 
through the condom-packs distributed by the 
Men’s Project. It falls into the category of 
liquid lube, but does not perform quite as 
well as some of its competitors when it 
comes to dry-out time. Astroglide clocked in 
at a disappointing 53 seconds, based on a 
single application. It did, however, outshine 
all the others by being truly odorless and 
seems to have won itself some fans in certain 
circles. 

Muko: similar in consistency to KY 
Jelly, this lubricant is manufactured primarily 
for medical purposes, so one must assume 
that it is safe for both internal and external 
use. Muko was an average performer in 
terms of longevity at one minute, 22 seconds, 
but had the added bonus of staying 
put—something the more liquid products 
could not claim. It also featured a slight 
“doctor’s office smell” in keeping with its 
medical character—a drawback for some, 
perhaps, but a boon for those who get turned 
on by the sight of a man in a lab coat and 
rubber gloves. 


Promiscuity is complex

It was a year ago this issue that my 
first article appeared in Outlooks—one 
about Manchester, Britain’s gay mecca. 
Excited about my new writing position, I 
widely publicized its appearance amongst 
my friends and family, including my 
parents. After it came out I asked my 
mother what she thought and her cryptic 
reply was: “I don’t like promiscuity.” 

I was really taken aback! And 
honestly, I didn’t even understand what in 
the article had prompted her to say that. In 
the end, I had to go back and reread it 
myself. I surmised that it was because I 
had complemented Healthy Gay 
Manchester on its extensive education 
campaign which went as far as to distribute 
booklets describing the legalities of 
cruising, the individual’s rights and a step- 
by-step arrest scenario. I also 
complemented them on their anti-AIDS 
program, which provides safer sex packs 
everywhere on Canal Street. This pocket- 
sized pack includes two condoms and lube, 
acknowledging the number one cause of 
condom breakage. In a time when North 
America is facing increasing AIDS cases 
because of waning educational efforts, it 
seemed to me that Manchester was way 
ahead of the game. 

I assume that it was references such as 
this that caused her to make a connection 
between the pervasiveness of such 
materials and the fact that gay men were 
out having copious amounts of sex—and I 
assume that her comments were motivated 
out of concern for my own health and well- 
being and a reluctance to bring up the 
subject directly, not because she has 
backward views of sex education (which I 
know she doesn’t). 

Whether we like it or not, the 
connection that she made, I think, is a 
common perception in the population at 
large, and whether we like it or not, it’s a 
perception that has a firm and justifiable 
grounding in reality. It is probably the case 
that gay men are more promiscuous than 
any other demographic group (by 
“promiscuous”, I mean “having many 
transient sexual relationships’—i.e. sex 
with lots of different partners, not 
necessarily more sex in general). 

The reality of this fact is one of the 
most emotionally laden controversies 
related to homosexuality (and the fight for 
our acceptance) both within the gay 
community and in our relations with the 
straight public. It is not necessarily just the 
right-wing extremists that have problems 
accepting the amount of same-sex contact 
that goes on in parks, tea-rooms, and 
bathhouses all across North America—in 
fact, not insignificant portions of the gay 
community have supported movements to 


crack down on casual sex. They would 
argue that this behaviour counters their 
efforts to establish same-sex relationships 
as valuable and equal to heterosexual ones. 
But queer activists on the other side of the 
spectrum would argue that casual sex 
constitutes an integral aspect of gay-male 
culture and that there is no reason that we 
should be required to conform to a 
heterosexual norm of what sexual 


relationships are perceived to be—they are 
fundamentally different in so many ways 
that no analogy can be drawn between the 
two. 


I’m in no position to resolve these 
issues. In fact, I don’t even think that they 
are very interesting—ultimately the 
judgment of whether gay male promiscuity 
is “good” or “bad” is a matter of opinion 
and cultural norms that are largely 
arbitrary. What is often overlooked and 
dismissed while people battle out “good” 
and “bad” is the remarkable complexity of 
factors that influence to the situation. What 
an excellent opportunity it provides us for 
learning more about human nature. Many 
of these questions have not even been 
posed, let alone explored in serious 
academic research, possibly because of the 
socio-political implications of doing so. 
Starting right from the bottom, there 
are several interesting biological questions 
that can be asked. Do views of sexuality 
vary significantly along gender lines? Do 
men and women approach sex differently? 
Common wisdom tells us that men are 
more sexually aggressive, more visually 
stimulated and less emotionally involved in 
sex, but this position is difficult to 
demonstrate scientifically because it is 
impossible to eliminate the role that the 
status of women in our society plays in the 
socialization of courting and sexuality. 
You cannot ignore that aspect when 
considering gay and lesbian sexual 
relations, but one could argue that they 
apply to a lesser extent. Homosexuals have 
to challenge all sorts of socialization 
issues; why would the ones applying to 
promiscuity and casual sex be the only 


ones left intact? Homosexuals provide a 
unique comparison group to examine the 
totality of human sexuality—and it has 
been my observation that same-sex groups 
conform to the common wisdom. We can 
see very significant differences between 
the way queer men and women deal with 
sex, lending weight to the argument that 
such differences have a biological basis. 

Then . again... there could be 
significant social issues that contribute 
more to gay male promiscuity than to the 
population in general. The roots of 
addictive behaviour (of any sort) have been 
well mapped and are more or less 
consistent. They include extreme feelings 
of loneliness and isolation, fear of 
abandonment and a significantly 
marginalized self-image. These are all 
very serious issues for youth that are 
growing up knowing that they are different 
from the norm. And since the 
surrounds sexuality, it may be that gay 
youth have a stronger predilection towards 
sexual addiction than straight youth. Note: 
this does not imply that all gay males are 
sex addicts or even that a significant 
portion of them are. It suggests only that 
the percentage may be higher than the 
straight population and that may be a 
contributing factor in gay male 
promiscuity. 

It may also be that sexual addiction in 
the gay population may be quite different 
than in the straight population. Because 
promiscuity seems more acceptable in the 
gay community (a fact evident from the 
established existence of bathhouses, for 
example) it may be that sexual addiction is 
more manageable for gay men as far as 
dealing with it in their daily lives. This, on 
one hand may allow for less personal 
turmoil, but, on the other hand, may make 
it more difficult for sufferers to identify the 
problem and get help. Think of the 
difference between tobacco addiction and 
alcoholism—the former being more 
condoned by our culture because it has less 
dramatic social and individual impact, and 
consequently it is a much more ubiquitous 
problem. 

There are also a number of social 
questions that can be explored via 
comparisons between gay and straight 
groups. Take pornography, for example. It 
is often argued that pornography is 
degrading to women because there is a 
male-female power dynamic in our society 
in which women are seen as inferior. This 
is a significant reason why pornography is 
“just bad.” However, can the same be said 
of gay pornography? When the 
participants are both male (as is the 
intended audience), the aforementioned 
power dynamic is completely removed 
from the equation. What are the 
implications of that? Does it mean that 


issue 


pornography is generally degrading to 
everyone, male or female? Or does it 
constitute a model for pornography that is 
not degrading to anyone? 

Similar comparisons can be drawn in 
many other areas; there is a completely 
untapped resource for exploring 
interpersonal relationships (both sexual 
and otherwise) that lack our society’s 
gender bias. Queer relationships could 
perhaps even stand as a model for straight, 
egalitarian relationships and shed light on 
challenges like negotiating household tasks 
in the absence of stereotypical gender 
roles. 

More subtle anthropological issues 
have begun to be explored surrounding gay 
male promiscuity. Specifically, the notion 
of public vs. private is the subject of a book 
called Public Sex /Gay Space, edited by 
William Leap. All of the essays contained 
therein relate to how gay men construct 
“private space” given the challenges of 
meeting and copping off with other gay 
men. There are some very interesting 
findings; for example, it appears that the 
definition of “public” for gay-identifying 
males is actually closer to the straight 
cultural norm than to straight-identifying 
men who have sex with other men. 

These sorts of examinations may 
seem rather esoteric and nit-picky, but they 
have very real down-to-earth implications. 
For example, recently thirteen men were 
arrested after being filmed in a bathroom in 
Ohio. Only one challenged the use of 
secret video on the grounds that it violated 
his right to privacy; his challenge was not 
successful. 
been at the heart of laws surrounding 
homosexuality and anthropological 
examinations of the subtleties of the 
construction of private space may well 
have a significant impact on those laws. 

Gay male promiscuity is complex 
subject and it is not simply a question of 
morality. It is rich with academic concerns, 
opportunities and implications — that 
supercede sexual orientation and speak to 
human society in general. In my opinion, 
we need to understand in much greater 
detail the factors contributing to 
promiscuity and ask the questions that 
remain taboo in our society before we can 
pass judgment on its nature, good or bad. 
Anything else is jumping to a conclusion 
without possessing all the facts.

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Age matters?

In this month’s column we will 
examine the impact of mixed-age 
relationships upon gay youth. It seems that 
everyone, from relationship counsellors to 
syndicated advice columnists, have an 
opinion on this controversial issue. For the 
purposes of this article, mixed-age 
relationships refer to relationships where 
the partners have an age difference of at 
least five years. 

Mixed-age relationships are common 
among gay youth. There are many reasons 
why gay youth decide to seek partners of 
other ages. Youth who are new to the gay 
lifestyle sometimes seek relationships with 
men who are more familiar with the scene. 
Shane, a gay youth from Calgary, seeks a 
serious relationship from a same-sex 
partner. He feels that he has difficulty 
fulfilling this desire for a relationship with 
other gay youth. Shane believes that a man 
a few years older will more closely share 
his goals, aspirations and maturity level. 
“T’ve found that younger guys will often 
feel ‘tied down’ in a relationship. It can be 
really frustrating,’ says Shane. “However, 
age isn’t nearly as important as love.” 

Age differences are especially 
significant among gay youth. The maturity 
and life experiences of youths aged 16 and 
18 may be drastically different, whereas a 
two-year age difference among partners in 
their thirties may seem completely 
insignificant. Roman, an 18-year-old gay 
youth from Winnipeg, finds a sense of 
security with an older partner. He feels that 
his partner should take care of him. “I want 
someone I can curl up beside” says Roman. 

The psychology of relationships tells 
us that partner selection is complex, and 
that there are many factors that are 
involved in choosing the right mate. In 
addition to our own criteria, our society 
sets “norms” that we often feel obligated to 
follow. An example of a societal norm is 
the feeling that you must find a partner who 
is the same age. However, societal 
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expectations of relationships differ with 
culture and time. In fact, an age difference 
of ten years or more was not considered 
abnormal in European culture a few 
hundred years ago. 

There have been many famous cases 
of large ages differences in relationships. 
One of the most sensationalized was when 
26-year-old former Playboy Playmate 
Anna Nicole Smith married Howard 
Marshall, an 89-year-old oil tycoon. He 
died fourteen months later and left her with 
nothing in his will. The legal battle 
continues over his multi-million dollar 
estate. These types of relationships 
obviously do not accurately reflect most 
mixed-age relationships. 

According to psychologist Elizabeth 
Matiach, “Differences in chronological age 
between mates are important to consider as 
well as differences in _ biological, 
psychological and spiritual age.” She 
believes that your numeric age is just one 
aspect that needs to be weighed in with 
other factors. For example, if you feel that 
you connect well with someone who is a 
few years older than you, you may have the 
same “psychological age.” How can you 
tell if there are age-related problems in 
your relationship? Elizabeth’s article, 
entitled Age Difference: Does it Matter?, 
states that “...personality, communication 
styles, social attitudes and other factors 
exaggerate age difference problems when 
they in fact exist.” 

Most youth will consider the age of 
their partner when pursuing a relationship. 
Some find it difficult to relate to a partner 
who is younger, and others are not 
interested in a relationship with a partner 
who is older. However, this is only one 
factor among many others for evaluating 
relationships. Regardless of the partner’s 
age, there are several components that are 
required to build a healthy 
relationship—for all relationships require 
honesty, communication and trust.

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WAR BOY 
By Keif Hillsbery 


From the first sentence, it is 
apparent that the style in which Kief 
Hillsbery has chosen to write his first 
novel War Boy is unique, an outright 
challenge to the more traditional reader. 
The likely initial instinct of the reader, 
given a choice between “fight” and 
“flight,” is to flee. Better to stay and 
fight. Much like Lawrence Ytzhak 
Braithwaite’s Ratz Are Nice, War Boy has 
a voice that’s all its own, though not one 
so exclusive as to leave the reader in a 
fog of confusion. Whereas Braithwaite 
created, in a sense, his own structure of 
communication and expression, 
Hillsbery chooses instead to edit and 
alter our existing language to suit his 
purpose. And it does. 

Aside from periods, apostrophes and 
hyphens, Hillsbery’s work does not 
contain any other punctuation. This 
seems at first to be an unnecessarily 
complicated pretension; however, with 
patience and attention, it becomes 
abundantly clear that such a delivery of 
information is essential to the pace and 
“voice” of the book. 

Told from the perspective of its 
central character, Radboy, a deaf-mute 
skateboarder, War Boy quickly moves 
from stream-of-consciousness into full 
rapids, achieving and sustaining a pace 
that draws the reader along with it. 
Again, fighting this current would have 
little effect, nor would it be advisable: to 
do so would be to miss a tremendous 
opportunity for interaction between 
author and audience. It is the type of 
rapid-fire narrative that engages and 
pulls the reader along through the sheer 
will of the storyteller. Details and 
descriptions are edited down to the 
essentials: only the most significant of 
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Kief Hillsbery 


these are shared, as is often the case in 
recounting things from memory. 

War Boy follows its 
protagonist—accompanied by longtime 
pal Jonnyboy—on a journey to San 
Francisco to escape an abusive family 
situation. Along the way, the two meet 
Ula, a nurse and reluctant activist, and 
Finn and Critter, two young gay speed 
freaks who live life on a greater edge 
than most can imagine. While in the 
“city on the bay,” this unlikely group of 
friends hatches a plot to strike a blow 
against a major redwood logging 
corporation. It is both in this city and 
situation that Radboy begins to awaken 
to his own sexual urges, primarily those 
of the homo variety. The process of 
coming out—under the circumstances 
Hillsbery’s chosen for this character, at 
least—is particularly refreshing and 
gratifying in this tale. 

If there is any fault to be found with 
War Boy, it is with the extensive and 
specific vernacular the author has chosen 
for his lead character to express himself. 
Ultra-hip jargon and “chat-room” 
abbreviations make for a bit of a 
distraction at times, but in all do not 
confound Hillsbery’s impeccable sense 
of storytelling. If you can handle the last 
sentence of this review, then War Boy is 
likely in sync with your tastes in both 
culture and reading material. Ahem: Kief 
Hillsbery’s book about sk8terz, tweakerz 
and kweerboyz is fer you dewd kewl with 
a K and hella good. Pick it up RFN as in 
right f***ing now.

Some additional goals have emerged in the use of HIV ther-

testing for HIV status cannot be over-emphasized. There is a large amount of research 
data and experience, compiled over the years indicating that this objective is much eas- 
ier to achieve and manage early on in HIV disease progression. 
It is important to remember that people can live a long time without symptoms of HIV 
disease and without the use of HIV therapies. Another goal is to optimize and extend 
’ the usefulness of currently available therapies, and thus minimize the challenge of drug 
resistance. There are always new drugs in development but we can only count on & 
those available today. It takes many years to develop a drug and to undertake the nec- 
essary trials before its’ safety is tested, effectiveness is proven and it is available for 
_... human use. Monitoring how well a person is responding to therapy is a continuous pro-

= monitoring HIV progression and referred to as Viral Load Testing. This particular test 
measures the amount of HIV in a person's blood. Studies have clearly shown that 
when the viral load in a person's blood is reduced, their immune system will grow 
stronger. The opposite of that is also true. When viral load increases, the | immune sys- 
tem becomes weaker. 

Once the use of HIV drug therapies is required, a forth goal is critical in reaching and 
maintaining viral suppression or quality of life; to minimize side effects, drug resistance - 
and possible toxicity. Over time, HIV mutates or changes enough that the drugs a per- 
son is taking may not control HIV. This is called "resistance". It is a common occur- 
rence and will happen with almost all HIV drugs at some point. 

Resistance and side effects can be managed. Itis crucial to monitor the side effects

Monitoring what is happening with HIV in a persons blood system through regular 
blood tests is a first line strategy in deciding when to start HIV therapy and making 
changes along the way. Lab results will measure the amount of HIV in your blood, 
immune system health and general internal health status both before and after com- 
mencement of drug therapy. 

The decision to begin treatment for HIV is not a solely medical matter. A person's 
readiness and willingness to commit to the use of HIV therapy and ability to take the 
drugs as prescribed are key factors.

Long-term suppression and management of HIV are possible. Decisions on drug 
therapy can only be made with the right information, with knowledge and with a per- 
son's doctor.

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New AIDS strategies

December 1, World AIDS Day 2001, will 
find many gay men suffering safe sex 
burnout. That’s one reason why an upstart 
Vancouver group feels it’s time for a fresh 
approach to gay men’s health. Steven 
McManus, who chairs the West Coast Gay 
Men’s Health project and a veteran of local 
AIDS organizations, feels it’s time for 
something different. 

“There is some resistance to hearing the 
[safe sex] message and the health activists 
from AIDS Vancouver and public health 
nurses are very worried and don’t know what 
to do at this point. They can’t reach gay men 
with the old messages anymore,’ McManus 
warns. 

Old messages indeed. HIV Infection 
rates continue climbing, up 36 percent last 
year for gay men in British Columbia, and a 
staggering 65 percent among Asians, 
Hispanics and blacks. Add to that a new strain 
of HIV that’s resistant to all three classes of 
anti-AIDS drugs; at least six cases were 
confirmed by specialists at Vancouver’s 
St.Paul’s Hospital in the past year. But despite 
the disturbing news, AIDS Vancouver admits 
many men are suffering “condom fatigue.” 
It’s difficult to determine which is increasing 
more rapidly: barebacking or apathy. Even 
the heavily publicized Vancouver AIDS walk 
was unable to reach its fundraising targets this 
year. 

Enter Gay West. “HIV should not be the 
only issue [although] it’s certainly the issue 
that we’ve allowed to consume all of our 
energy and money for the past 20 years,” says 
McManus, who advocates a broader view. 
Disease prevention and treatment programs 
often ignore social, emotional, sexual and 
spiritual well being. Health care providers 
don’t often look beyond the patient to the 
community. The GayWest website 
(www.gaywest.org) notes that “ how we feel 
about ourselves determines how well we care 
for ourselves, and each other.” 

Gay men’s health projects are popping 
up all over the U.S., Europe and Australia. 
The Vancouver group is modelled on 
GayCity (www.gaycity.org), organized in 
Seattle to combat a surge in new HIV 
infections in 1995. Its community-based 
approach includes a mix of support groups, 
social and arts events and lively community 
forums on gay history, politics and sex, which 
often draw more than 300 people. It targets 
both HIV-positive and HIV-negative men, 
and has special offerings for young gays and 
men over 40. Started out of a garage, GayCity 
now has a staff of eight, more than 150 
volunteers and an annual budget of over half 
a million dollars (US). “It shows that you can 
start with absolutely nothing and work up into 
something larger.” McManus comments 
optimistically. 

The Vancouver-Richmond Health Board 
rejected a funding request from GayWest 
earlier this year, reportedly because the group 
is for men only. When it’s politically incorrect 
to use the word “gay” without attaching 
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“lesbian-bisexual-transgendered,” staring a 
group for men only is taboo. “When you 
narrow your focus down to gay men...it’s not 
the sort of thing [funding agencies] like,” 
McManus says. “We’ve been conditioned that 
we have to be absolutely inclusive. I think that 
has its political roots in the feminist 
perspective. When you start working just with 
men those feminist thoughts don’t seem to be 
as applicable,” he adds. 

Another roadblock is the fact GayWest 
doesn’t deal directly with HIV. “There’s a 
huge resource of funding available out there 
for that. But because we choose not to 
duplicate work that’s being done very well in 
Vancouver, we’ve created ourselves another 
obstacle,” he says. 

Yet there are concerns over just how well 
gay men are served by existing groups. One 
sensitive area is the changing demographic at 
organizations like the BC Persons with AIDS 
Society. Today many members are hard-core 
IV drug users from the mean streets of 
Vancouver’s downtown eastside. McManus 
says he often feels uncomfortable. “There are 
a lot of disaffected gay men with the 


BCPWA...a lot of gay men feel abandoned, 
feel like they’re in a social environment that’s 
just untenable.” 

Gay West hopes to eventually develop a 
safe environment by opening their own 
facility, offering a menu of community based 
wellness programs. 

For now, due to lack of funds, the group 
will be restricted to smaller, self-supporting 
events like MasterDaters socials. McManus 
believes the mixers are key to a process that 
can help make gay men healthier. “The intent 
is to get beyond some of the barriers to 
communication. To make initial contacts with 
other men. To find a way to get over the 
shyness of introducing yourself,’ says 
McManus. He notes that gay men sexualize 
many situations, “we often misinterpret 
conversation for sexual advance, and we have 
to start getting beyond that and lear to relate 
to each other in non-sexual ways.” Similarly, 
he thinks our hunt for sex often covers an 
underlying hunger for intimacy, “You can be 
held and have a feeling of intimacy through 
sex very easily,” he says. “I think it satisfies a 
need briefly, but often leaves men feeling 


empty.” 

Indeed, GayWest believes issues of 
intimacy, isolation and self-esteem are at the 
root of many health problems. McManus 
stresses that the Health Project doesn’t want to 
lecture, but rather “to help people explore this 
personally and see what the impact might be 
on their own lives. People’s lives often start to 
change, and health very slowly starts to 
improve too.” It’s this gradual change the 
group hopes will translate into a healthier, 
indeed, a happier gay community. 

McManus doesn’t underestimate the 
importance of safe sex, but his focus is way 
beyond that. “We won’t tackle any of the HIV 
issues directly. We have an HIV-positive 
section [on our website]... but we don’t intend 
to preach and we don’t intend to tell people 
how to conduct themselves sexually.”
